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OPEN LETTER TO MAXWELL GRATTON 


Dear Maxwell, 

I note with both surprise and trepida- 
tion that in your role as FFV Operations 
Manager (Special Projects & Discipline) 
you have cited Sunshine George Cross 
and player Kyle Joryeff with two counts 
of misconduct and summoned them to 
appear before the tribunal on Wednesday 
night. 

Both parties have been charged in rela- 
tion to an alleged breach of clause 3.2 of 
the 2010 FFV registrations regulations 
which deems it an offence to pay more 
than $100 per week to amateur (that is, 
non-contract) players. 

My surprise relates to the continued 
existence of such a clause in our registra- 
tions regulations while readily acknowl- 
edging that you no doubt performed your 
role professionally by investigating the 
matter and concluding that both parties 
have a case to answer. 

In essence, you were left with little 
choice given the continued existence of 
one of the most archaic clauses among 
those regulations. 

Indeed, I put it to you, Maxwell, that 


paying amateur players more than $100 
per week is not just commonplace, it un- 
derpins the very nature of our competi- 
tion. 

Almost every club in Premier League 
and throughout all three tiers of State 
League competition are in breach of this 
clause. So are many, many clubs in Pro- 
visional ranks. 

You have my word that in State One 
payments regularly exceed the $100 
limit for amateur players and by a con- 
siderable margin. There are non-contract 
players at that level of competition re- 
ceiving in excess of $600 per week and I 
know of many $200 a week (and more) 
deals for players in State Two and State 
Three competitions. 

But those clubs do not deliberately go 
out to flaunt the registration rules. No, 
they find themselves driven by a desire 
for success and the necessary element of 
attracting quality players to their club. 

I feel certain that many of your FFV 
colleagues are aware of this and I am 
just as certain that they understand the 
realities of competing in today’s day and 


a essence, I believe that Wednesday 
night’s tribunal hearing has the potential 
to strike at the very heart of our sport in 
this state. 

While clause 3.2 is likely well inten- 
tioned it has become impractical. The 
reality is that few if any clubs heed this 
clause. They’re too busy trying to win 
promotion or avoid relegation and a 
clause that limits their payments to the 
measly sum of $100 is simply an imped- 
iment to successful competition. 

So if the tribunal finds George Cross 
and Kyle Joryeff guilty and penalises the 
club with a points deduction or fines the 
player there is a clear message there and 
it’s one that threatens to see season 2010 
unravel. 

For FFV cannot be seen to discriminate 
against one club. No, you will have to 
spend the rest of this lifetime and the 
next pursuing every club under the fed- 
eration’s banner, clubs who are guilty 
of doing nothing more than trying to be 
successful. Of taking up the gauntlet of 
competition. 


It’s long overdue for commonsense to 
prevail in relation to clause 3.2. 

And I can well understand George Cross 
feeling aggrieved at having to answer 
such a charge. No doubt the club is ask- 
ing itself why it has been singled out. 
I’m asking the same question,

Pim names 28-man World Cup squad 


Qantas Socceroos Head Coach 
Pim Verbeek named the 28 players 
that he will take to South Africa as 
he prepares his squad for the 2010 
FIFA World Cup which begins next 
month. 

Speaking at a media conference in 
Melbourne, Verbeek also announced that 
Nick Carle, Scott McDonald and Jade 
North would not be travelling to South 
Africa with the Qantas Socceroos having 
been originally named in the preliminary 
list of players earlier this month. 

“Tomorrow we leave and we will take 
with us 28 players which means we 
leave three players here in Australia,” 
said Verbeek. 

“Jade North will not be coming with 
us as there is too much competition for 
his position. 

“In Nicky Carle’s position I have 
enough players who can do the job too. 

“Scott McDonald will also not be with 
us. Scott plays his best football when 
there are two players upfront and that 
does not fit into the structure we are go- 
ing to play. 

“Scotty plays at Middleborough with 
two strikers and we don’t play with two 
strikers, we play with one upfront and 
he does not fit into that system and he 
knows it. 

Verbeek also added that the selection 
of younger players, James Holland and 
Tommy Oar, was more to provide expe- 
rience and that they are unlikely to make 
the final 23-man squad. 

“T spoke with the FFA (Football Fed- 
eration Australia) and I want to take two 
younger players to get some World Cup 
experience and they are Tommy Oar and 
James Holland and they are part of the 
group. 

“T have to make a decision on the Ist of 
June, and anything can happen in foot- 
ball, but they know unless there are some

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injuries to other players they will not be 
part of that 23. 

“It is great that FFA will spend the 
money so that they can get valuable ex- 
perience and be part of a FIFA World 
Cup and these players will stay with us 
as long as we stay in South Africa. 

“They are players for the future and 
you take extra players so you can train 
and have extra variation and can play a 
full eleven on eleven and still be able to 
rest players if need be. 

“My experience is that by having a 
larger training group you are able to get 
the team in the best condition for playing 
the matches,” concluded Verbeek. 

As per FIFA regulations, Verbeek will 
name his final squad of 23 players on 
Saturday Ist June in South Africa. 


The Qantas Socceroos will depart for 
Johannesburg on Wednesday 26th May 
on the special Qantas “Socceroos” Boe- 
ing 747 flight out of Melbourne. As part 
of their final preparations for the 2010 
FIFA World Cup the Qantas Socceroos 
will play international friendly matches 
against Denmark and the United States 
of America (USA) on the Ist and 5th 
June, respectively, at Ruimsig Stadium 
near Johannesburg. 

The Qantas Socceroos have been drawn 
in Group D for the 2010 FIFA World Cup 
and will face Germany in their opening 
match of the tournament on Sunday 13th 
June in Durban, followed by matches 
against Ghana on Saturday 19th June and 
then Serbia on Wednesday 23rd June. 
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Australia steals a result against New Zealand

The scorecard will show a two-one 
win to the Socceroos in its final 
home game before the World Cup 
at the MCG last Wednesday night 
against New Zealand, but this was 
very unfair to the All Whites who 
deserved something from the en- 
counter. 

The Australia team looked very dif- 
ferent from the eleven likely to take the 
field against Germany next month. 

Mark Schwarzer, Brett Emerton, Scott 
Chipperfield, and Harry Kewell were 
all rested and Australia started without 
Luke Wilkshire for the first time, when 
he was available, since before the last 
World Cup in 2006. Dario Vidosic came 
in to the midfield and Mark Milligan 
took Wilkshire’s place on the right side 
of the back four. 

David Carney was on the left, Scott 
McDonald the lone attacker and Adam 
Federici made his debut in goal. 

Ricki Herbert was in the Hilton less 
than a couple of hours before the game, 
looking totally relaxed. I said, ‘I can’t 
wish you luck tonight, but all the very 
best for South Africa.’ His starting elev- 
en was the same which got the critical 
result away to Bahrain which resulted in 
qualification for the All Whites. 

New Zealand played Australia off the 
park in the first 30 minutes and deserv- 
edly took the lead after 16, when Simon 
Elliot’s diagonal cross was flicked on by 
Shane Smeltz. 

Middlesbrough and former Celtic 
striker Chris Killen slid in at the far post 
to knock the ball home via Adam Fed- 
erici’s leg. 

Some of the Australian tackling was 
fairly agricultural, particularly a two- 
footed lunge by Vince Grella which took 
out Leo Bertos in 27 minutes. That got a 
yellow card, but it could have easily been 
red. Mark Milligan had been booked for 
an earlier foul on Tony Lochead. 

Four minutes later Tim Cahill also col- 
lected Bertos, though this time it was 
less premeditated, but the winger had 
to leave the field on a stretcher and his 
World Cup campaign may be affected. 
Reports later suggested a gash and 
bleeding rather than structural damage. 
He was replaced by Winston Reid. 


Australia looked bereft of attacking ca- 
pacity until the last fifteen minutes of the 
half when they began to concoct some 
passing movements. 

There was a raft of substitutions at half- 
time and Australia carried on from where 
it ended the first half. 

In 57 minutes Jason Culina made 
space on the edge of the box and as he 
was about to send the ball forward Chris 
Killen challenged and it looped up over 
Ryan Nelsen for Dario Vidosic to finish 
from close range. 

That was just about as much as Aus- 
tralia deserved and the last half hour was 
relatively even with both sides having 
chances to score. 

The All Whites should have gone ahead 
again when substitute Tommy Smith, 
who was not on the team sheet, sent in a 
cross and Rory Fallon headed it straight 
at Brad Jones whose reaction save kept 
Australia level. 

The match went into injury time still 
locked at one-all but after the announced 
three extra minutes had been played the 
result was stolen in 94th minute by Brett 
Holman. 

The often-maligned attacking mid- 
fielder took part in a move with David 
Carney and then he sprinted past the de- 
fence to get on the end of a chip from 
Carl Valeri. 

It sent the Australian fans into raptures 
but was more than the team deserved, 
as coach Pim Verbeek agreed after the 
match. 

He was particularly critical of Australia’s 
play in that first half-hour. ‘We had a hard 
training session this week, but I expected 
more. We were rusty, we lacked confi- 
dence and we could not keep the ball. We 
expected New Zealand to come at us but 
we did not play well in the first half.’ 

‘If we had to play Germany on Saturday 
we would be in trouble, but we have 
three weeks to prepare, we have no in- 
juries and we have some good training 
ahead.’ 

He was equally forthright about the 
tackling and took both Cahill and Grella 
off at half-time as much to protect them 
from payback as because they had each 
received a card. He also pointed out that 
New Zealand players had not retaliated 
and played professionally throughout. 
“Ours did not.’ 


Verbeek’s honesty is very refreshing, 
as was the whole approach of Ricky Her- 
bert who could easily have inflamed the 
situation by criticism of the Australians. 
Instead he concentrated on the posi- 
tives for his squad of a hit out against a 
strong, higher-ranked team, which gave 
everyone a taste of what they will be up 
against in South Africa. 

Nevertheless when I met him after the 
game, I could say, equally honestly, “You 
wuz robbed.’ He just smiled.

Boca Juniors has confirmed a friendly 
match in their World Tour with Mel- 
bourne Victory at Etihad Stadium the 
16th of July. They have already started 
their exhibition matches in prepara- 
tion for their Apertura championship 
starting in August and hoping to re- 
store much pride and improve their 
performances after a rather dismal 
season. This trip will be Boca’s first to 
Australia in its 105 year history. They 
are committed to bringing its stron- 
gest possible squad to Melbourne and 
promises to be a real spectacle for 
Australian football fans.

Whilst in Los Angeles, Tristan Bowen scored 
in the 83rd minute and Josh Saunders made 13 
saves to lead the Los Angeles Galaxy to a 1-0 
victory over Boca Juniors of Buenos Aires in 
an exhibition match last Sunday night. Mike 
Magee began the scoring play with a right- 
wing cross to Michael Stephens in the penalty 
area. Stephens sent a short pass to his left to 
Bowen, who poked an 11-yard shot past div- 
ing goalkeeper Javier Garcia. Saunders made 
two big right-handed saves in a 3-minute span. 
Saunders dived to his right to stop Gaston 
Rossi’s 25-yard shot in the 65th minute, and 
deflected Lucas Viatri’s 10-yard header over 
the crossbar in the 68th minute. 

The Galaxy’s Landon Donovan and Edson 
Buddle missed the game to train with the Unit- 
ed States’ World Cup team. Buddle is Major 
League Soccer’s top scorer with nine goals, 
while Donovan leads MLS with nine assists. 
Boca Juniors played without forward Martin 
Palermo, the club’s all-time leading scorer, 
midfielder Claudio Morel and defender Gary 
Medel. All three are training for the World 
Cup with Argentina, Paraguay and Chile, re- 
spectively. The game was Boca Juniors’ first 
of a three-match tour. Boca Juniors will play 
the Seattle Sounders on Wednesday night and 
the Portland Timbers on Saturday.

sudden-death pen- 
alty shootout in the 
second leg of the final. Alfredo Talavera 
saved Fernando Arce’s penalty—San- 
tos’ sixth spotkick—to win the title for 
Toluca after the match finished goall- 
ess after extra time. The first leg ended 
2-2 last Thursday at Santos’ stadium in 
Torreon, with away goals not counting 
in the final. 

The win moved Toluca level with América 
on 10 titles, second on the overall list behind 
Chivas, which has 11. The title was Toluca 
coach José Manuel De La Torre’s third, fol- 
lowing previous wins with Toluca in the 
Apertura 2008 tournament and Chivas in the 
Apertura 2006. “I don’t know what to say, 
it’s indescribable how it all happened,” De La 
Torre said. “Santos was an extraordinary op- 
ponent. Now it’s time to celebrate and plan for 
next season.” 

Toluca striker, Chilean international Hector 
Mancilla, who missed a penalty in the shoo- 
tout, said: “It was dramatic. We didn’t expect 
it to come down to this but we are champions 
again. “Thousands of things went through my 
mind after missing... I felt I had to score, but 
I didn’t and thank God my teammates could 
win it.” 

Santos had two opportunities to win the 
shootout but Matias Vuoso and Carlos Mo- 
rales both dragged their penalties wide. Edgar 
Duenas scored Toluca’s sixth penalty before 
Talavera saved from Arce. Vuoso also had a 
clear chance to win the match for Santos in the 
14th minute of extra time, but skewed his shot

Toluca had the first chance in regular time, 
with Santos goalkeeper Osvaldo Sanchez sav- 
ing from Nestor Calderon in the 28th minute. 
Talavera was called into action after halftime 
to make saves from Jose Maria Cardenas and 
Vuoso, before Duefias headed wide for Toluca 
from a corner with less than 10 minutes re- 
maining. Santos looked more likely to score 
during extra time, with Oribe Peralta cutting 
inside two defenders and pulling his shot wide 
before Vuoso’s glaring miss ensured the match 
went to penalties. 


In Argentina, All 

Boys became the 

third team promoted 

to Argentina’s first 

division, defeating 

Rosario Central 3-0 
on Sunday to go through 4-1 on ag- 
gregate. All Boys will join Olimpo de 
Bahia Blanca and Quilmes, which had 
already won automatic promotion to 
the first division for the Apertura sea- 
son. In the other promotion showdown 
on Sunday, Gimnasia La Plata defeated 
Atlético Rafaela 3-1 to stay in the first 
division. Atlético Rafaela won the first 
leg 1-0. 

Chacarita Juniors and Atlético Tucuman 
were automatically relegated when the season 
ended last weekend. Rosario Central is the 
third team to join them in relegation. Marcelo 
Vieytes, Mariano Campodonico and Cristian 
Vella scored for All Boys, a club that returns to 
the first division for the first time in 30 years. 
The Buenos Aires team last played in the top 
tier in 1980. Rosario Central, Lionel Messi’s 
initial junior club that also is symbolically the 
team “Che” Guevara supported is going down 
for the first time since 1984. 

Diego Maradona says the emergence of 
Diego Milito, who scored both goals in Inter 
Milan’s Champions League final victory over 
Bayern Munich, only adds to Argentina’s fire- 
power up front in the World Cup. Maradona 
gave a news conference Sunday for the first 
time since announcing his 23-man World Cup 
squad on Wednesday. “He (Milito) scored two 
great goals, which show why I picked him,” 
said Maradona, whose team faces Canada on 
Monday in the Gauchos’ final warm up before 
the World Cup. 


However, there may be little room in the Ar- 
gentine lineup for Milito, who scored 30 goals 
from Inter Milan. Maradona has said he may 
play three forwards, with Lionel Messi of 
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Toluca clinch the Mexican title 


Barcelona teaming up front the Real Madrid’s 
Gonzalo Higuain and Carlos Tévez of Man- 
chester City. Milito, Sergio Aguero of Atlético 
Madrid and Martin Palermo of Boca Juniors 
look like to be only reserves. A few days ago 
Maradona said he could not leave Tévez—the 
most popular player in the country—out of the 
lineup. In a recent poll, Messi was only No. 5 
on the popularity list. 

“Tt didn’t surprise me what he (Milito) did. 
He’s had a spectacular season. But so have Lio 
(Messi), Tévez and “Kun” Aguero,” said Mar- 
adona, using Aguero’s nickname. The Atlético 
Madrid player is his son-in law. 

Maradona said several times he was relaxed 
going into his first World Cup as Argentina’s 
coach, adding that the South Americans had 
everything needed to contend for the World 
Cup. Maradona won the World Cup as a 
player in 1986 and led Argentina to the 1990 
final. But he has been widely criticized since 
taking over as coach 19 months ago, many 
questioning his tactics and lack of formal 
coaching training. Argentina struggled to fin- 
ish in the final automatic qualifying spot in 
South America, absorbing a humiliating 6-1 
loss against Bolivia and a 3-1 loss at home 
against Brazil. 

“T see this group as very solid,” Maradona 
said. “We have character and everything we 
need to have a great World Cup.” Maradona 
has never publicly explained why he left Inter 
Milan defender Javier Zanetti and teammate 
and midfielder Esteban Cambiasso off the 23- 
man squad. When asked about it Sunday, he 
shrugged his shoulder and seemed insulted he

was even asked. 

“Again with the list of 23, brother,” he re- 
plied to the question. “It’s done. I’ve already 
handed it in.” Zanetti and Cambiasso seemed 
resigned to the decision, which Maradona had 
hinted at throughout qualifying. In place of 
Zanetti, one of the world’s most experienced 
defenders, Maradona picked Ariel Garce of 
Argentine club Colon de Santa Fé. Garce has 
played only one match for the national team, 
appearing earlier this month in a 4-0 victory 
over Haiti. 

Maradona predicted success, basing much 
of his confidence on Messi, the reigning FIFA 
player of the year. “Messi is the best in the 
world and if he has the ball we have more pos- 
sibilities,” Maradona said. Thank God he’s an 
Argentine.” 

He likened this World Cup to 1986, he led 
Argentina past West Germany 3-2 in the final 
at Mexico. Argentina opens on June 12 against 
Nigeria and also faces Greece and South Ko- 
rea in Group B. “We know we aren’t the fa- 
vorites, but we are going to surprise,” he said. 
“We are hungry for glory. I see it similar to 
’86. Besides, Messi arrives better than I was.” 

Still, in other news coming from Buenos 
Aires regarding the World Cup, Paraguay 
forward Salvador Cabajfias has been released 
from a rehabilitation clinic where he was re- 
covering from a gunshot wound to the head. 
Cabanas’ mother, Basilia Ortega, told ABC 
Color of Asuncion that her son left the Fleni 
Clinic on the outskirts of Buenos Aires on 
Sunday. 

Cabafias, who would have been selected in 
Paraguay’s World Cup squad if he had been 
fit, was shot in the head at point-blank range 
on Jan. 25 in a bar in Mexico City, where he 
played for giants Club América. Surgeons 
opted to leave the bullet fragment lodged in

Julio Cesar, Maicon and Lucio, who 
helped Inter Milan win the Champions League 
on Saturday in Madrid are expected to ar- 
rive this coming week to report to the Brazil 
squad. 

“We believe the players will reach their peak 
after the third match,” Brazil trainer Paulo 
Paixao said. “That’s usually when the team as 
a whole will reach our goal in terms of physi- 
cal condition.” Brazil, seeking its sixth world 
title, will face Ivory Coast in its second Group 
G match and Portugal in the third. The team 
will continue its preparation in Johannesburg, 
where it is expected to play two warmup 
matches with opponents yet to be announced. 

At club level, Defender Chicao scored from 
an early free-kick to help Corinthians defeat 
Fluminense 1-0 and retain the standings lead 
after the third round of the Brazilian league 
Sunday. 

Corinthians is the only team to have won all 
three matches, reaching nine points and stay- 
ing two points ahead of pack. 

Chicao scored the lone goal in the 11th- 
minute when he curled a right-footed shot into 
the left corner past Fluminense goalkeeper 
Rafael. Fluminense pressured throughout the 
match and came close to equalizing several 
times, but Corinthians was able to hold on in

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front of more than 30,000 fans at Pacaembu 
stadium in Sao Paulo. 

Fluminense, which welcomed the return of 
former Brazil striker Fred who hadn’t played 
in this year’s competition because of an ap- 
pendectomy, complained heavily over the ref- 
ereeing after two disallowed goals and some 
dubious offside calls. Corinthians got the win 
despite playing without star striker Ronaldo, 
who is nursing a minor muscle injury. 

Flamengo striker Vagner Love scored twice 
to give the defending champions their first win 
in this year’s tournament in a 3-1 victory over 
Prudente 3-1 Maracana stadium. Flamengo 
played without striker Adriano and Serbian 
midfielder Dejan Petkovic because of injuries. 
It was the team’s first match since being elimi- 
nated by Universidad de Chile in the quarterfi- 
nals of the Copa Libertadores on Thursday. 

In Porto Alegre, six-time champion Sao 
Paulo got past Internacional 2-0 to earn its 
first victory in the competition. Fernandao, a 
former Internacional star, scored one of the 
goals at Beira-Rio stadium. Atlético Mineiro, 
coached by Vanderlei Luxemburgo, defeated 
Atlético Paranaense 3-1 at Mineirao stadium 
in Belo Horizonte. Ceara, just promoted to the 
first division, edged Vitoria 1-0 with a second- 
half injury-time goal in Fortaleza. 

Also Sunday, Guarani drew Cruzeiro 2-2 
in Campinas, while Avai beat Rio de Janeiro 
giant Vasco da Gama 2-0 in Floriandpolis. 
On Saturday, four-time champion Palmeiras 
beat Gremio 4-2 in its last match at Palestra 
Italia before the stadium closes for renova- 
tion. When the new arena is ready in 2012, it 
will have its seating capacity increased from 
30,000 to 45,000. Palmeiras has a strong con- 
nection to Italian immigrants and officials 
want the arena to host Italy for training at the 
2014 World Cup. 

Also Saturday, Botafogo beat Goias 3-0 at 
Engenhao stadium in Rio despite having both 
its strikers sent off after they fought each oth- 
er. Argentine German Herrera and Caio were 
sent off in the 85th when they pushed each 
other after an altercation. Both players were 
fined 20 percent of their salaries. Goias, the 
only team yet to win a point, played a man 
down from the 42nd minute after goalkeeper 
Fabio was shown a red card for arguing with 
the referee. The match was stopped for nearly 
20 minutes because of a power outage in parts 
of the stadium, which was built for the 2007 
Pan American Games and will be used in the 
2016 Olympics. Santos defeated newcomer 
Atletico Goianiense 2-1 in Goiania despite 
playing without youngsters Paulo Henrique 
Ganso, Neymar and Andre, who last week 
were temporarily suspended by the team for 
being late reporting to the squad. It was San- 
tos’ first win in three matches. 

Finally there is speculation amongst the 
many World Cup national team coaches after 
the tournament in South Africa, that Marcelo 
Bielsa - the Argentine coach at the helm of 
neighbours Chile will assess his contract and 
a renewal offer before deciding to pursue an- 
other term with the top job. He did express 
interest in moving on elsewhere depending on 
results and the lead-up after the World Cup for 
matches due next year in 2011 with the Copa 
America. Apparently his interest lies amongst 
a few rumours apart from a return to his native 
and beloved Newell’s Old Boys in the city of 
Rosario in Argentina, the top job of the Soc- 
ceroos with regional paper El Periodico from 
Concepcion in Chile’s south reporting his in- 
terest in Australia quoting it’s “climate, sport- 


ing culture and quality of living”. 
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Villa joins Barca as transfer madness begins 


The floodgates for the northern 
summer transfer season have 
opened, particularly in the English 
Premier League with confirmed 
trades and rumours running rife at 
Arsenal, Manchester City and last 
season’s debutants Birmingham. 
However, David Villa is the highest 
publicised signing so far, having 
already completed his signing to 
the Spanish golden boys at Bar- 
celona. 

With the completion of all major Eu- 
ropean leagues and other competitions 
over the past three weeks the managers 
of many European clubs are quickly 
making signings before the World Cup 
commences on July 11th. After spend- 
ing five seasons at Valencia, in which he 
scored 107 goals in 166 official league 


matches, Spaniard striker David Villa, 
28 officially signed with Barcelona for 
£34.2 million on May 19th. The four-year 
contract for Villa to the newly crowned 
Spanish champions is even more attrac- 
tive as he will now link-up with Swede 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic and fellow Spaniard 
youngster Bojan Krkic.

Cesc Fabregas has also been linked to 
a return to his home and first club of Bar- 
celona in their bid to build an even more 
skilled team than last season.

In the English Premier League, however 
confirmed transfers are of the highest 
amount in any of the major European 
leagues, which is particularly at Arse- 
nal in terms of incoming and outgo- 
ing players and of course the rumours 
of Cesc Fabregas to Barcelona. At the 
North London club, the four-year, £12 
million deal of Moroccan striker Mar- 
ouane Chamakh from Bordeaux has 
brought a new sense of attacking spirit 
and hope to the Gunners after last sea- 
son’s departure of Emmanuel Adebayor 


to Manchester City. Chamakh’s contract 
with the 2009 Ligue 1 champions ran 
out at the end of this season and was 
also sought after by a hesitant Liverpool, 
but the Gunners snapped him up in their 
2010/2011 title bid. 


Other Arsenal transfers include the re- 
lease of reserve midfielder Fran Mer- 
ida, who has returned home to Spain at 
Atletico Madrid on a free transfer due to 
his Arsenal contract running out on June 
30th. The under 21 Spanish international 
has signed a four-year contract at the Eu- 
ropa League champions. 


There is further speculation at Arsenal 
surrounding that of Australian first goal- 


keeper Mark Schwarzer from Euro- 
pa League finalists Fulham to the Gun- 
ners over the summer. Wegner claimed 
he had the Australian scouted towards 
the end of the 2009/2010 season and is 
one of his biggest priorities, next to the 
confirmed signing of Maroune Chamakh. 
However, Schwarzer has talked down the 
speculation by saying that he intends to 
stay at Fulham, at least until his contract 
runs out, which has one year left.

Powerhouse of post-war football 


Polish migration to Australia, par- 
ticularly in the post-war years, pro- 
duced some great football teams 
across the nation in Sydney, Mel- 
bourne, Adelaide, Geelong, and 
Perth (Cracovia) among others. 
Many of these survive today. Croy- 
don Kings is the direct descendant 
of Polonia Adelaide and Break- 
water Eagles, playing at the White 
Eagle Club in Geelong has links to 
Syrena and Polonia clubs which 
represented the Polish community 
in the 1950s to the 1970s. Yet it is 
interesting that a well-researched 
and substantial book on The Aus- 
tralian People edited by James 
Jupp has no mention of football in 
eleven pages on the Polish com- 
munities in Australia. 

The Polish Association of Victoria 
invited all Poles interested in sport to a 
meeting on 13 August 1950, hoping to set 
up soccer, boxing, table tennis, netball, 
cycling and chess sections. K S Polonia 
exploded on to the Melbourne and Victo- 
rian football scene in 1951. Its first sea- 
son was exceptional even in that period of 
strong debuts by newcomers from Europe. 
Placed in Division Four along with seven 
other new teams—Frankston, Geelong 
United, Maccabi, Ulsterville, Balwyn 
United, Slavia and Heidelberg, Polonia 
finished on top of the table, four points 
clear of Ulsterville. Only one league 
game was drawn preventing a perfect re- 
cord over the whole season and Polonia 
scored 70 goals and conceded but five. 
As their club correspondent noted, all the 
teams in the Fourth Division could have 
held their own in much higher levels. 
Polonia’s reserve team won its division, 
and the seniors went on to beat Geelong 
United and International Harvesters, also 
from Geelong, in the divisional cup. Po- 
lonia reached the third round of the Dock- 
erty Cup and was only narrowly beaten 
by the eventual winner, JUST. 

When Bill Thomas, sometime president 
of the Victorian Amateur Soccer Football 
Association, selected a team of mainly 
Victorian representatives to tour New 
Zealand in 1951, he organised a train- 
ing match against the Polish newcom- 
ers. Thomas was shocked when Polonia 
soundly beat his tourists. 

Success did not end there and Polo- 
nia knocked out Hungary in the Laid- 
law World Cup tournament for national

teams. Polonia supplied all the players 
and two of its stars, keeper Stefan Czaud- 
erna and inside forward Boleslaw ‘Bob’ 
Zablocki played for Victoria against the 
touring professional English team that 
year. Czauderna’s performances in goal 
in two matches against the tourists was 
so impressive that his team mates insisted 
that his picture be on the front cover of 
Soccer News on 16 June 1951. Victoria 
Country and the full Victorian side con- 
ceded twelve goals over the two games, 
but the keeper could not be blamed for 
any of them. Zablocki had spent from 
1939 to 1945 in prisoner-of-war camps, 
so his contribution was equally meritori- 
ous. The attendance at the second match 
was 29,652, a crowd only exceeded by 
the two test matches involving England 
and Australia in Sydney. 

The next season was also very impres- 
sive for the new club. Polonia won every 
league game and headed Division Three 
by ten points from White Eagles in 1952. 
It was a finalist in the Dockerty Cup and

was only beaten 3-2 by Brighton. Promo- 
tion followed again in 1953 after Polonia 
came second in Division Two to South 
Yarra by a point. So in three seasons the 
new club had reached the highest level in 
Victorian football. 

Polonia came third in the first division 
behind Juventus and Hakoah in 1954. It 
got even closer to the pinnacle the next 
year finishing second on goal average 
to Juventus in 1955 with both teams on 
29 points. The Polish lads lost only one 
game in the whole year. After marking 
time in mid table in 1958 in first year of 
State League and again in 1959, Polonia 
won the league in 1960 for first time as 
Maribyrnong-Polonia, and defended title 
successfully in 1961. In addition, Polo- 
nia was runner up in the top division in 
1955, 1963 and 1968. Among the play- 
ers in these triumphant years were Cor 
Morks, Marian Gasior, Remo Guardiani, 
Vic Janczyk, Wujo Maruszkiewicz, Harry 
Capobus, Roch Dronia, Wladyslaw Gam- 
aj, Mike Jurecki, Jurek Dudon, Kaz Szy- 


galski, Reuter, Biro, Jakubowski, Vince 
Parlatoni and Ryszard Szczepanski. 

Three of the absolute stars of Polonia 
across the years were Mike Jurecki, Kaz 
Kowalek and Vic Janezyk. Jurecki and 
Kowalek played for the Polish national 
B team. Jurecki was with Polonia in Vic- 
toria from 1960 to 1965 before going to 
Sydney. Kowalek was centre forward for 
Polonia from 1963 to 1971, and coached 
the club from 1968 to 1972. Janczyk was 
player-coach of Polonia in the mid-1960s 
and all three played for Victoria against 
Moscow Torpedo in 1965, while Janczyk 
coached the Vics. 

Polonia was unable to sustain its level 
of brilliance and relegation from the 
State League occurred in 1977. In the 
early 1980s a new wave of Polish mi- 
gration brought more support and some 
good players to the club. Promotion from 
Metropolitan Division One to the State 
League followed in 1981. Performances 
at the top level yo-yoed over the 1980s 
with the club coming second in 1984, but 


flirting with relegation in 1986 and 1988 
interspersed with the State League cham- 
pionship once again in 1987. The squad 
that year included Barney Kostrezewa, 
Joe Kiss, Ricky Lipiarski, Steve Chetcuti, 
Gerry Bennett, Aki Kotzamichalis, Jan 
Wycislik, Greg Warszawski, Rob Nelson, 
Gordon Flavell, Kees Storm, Brendan La- 
kic and Janusz Baran. The Czapnik broth- 
ers, Peter and Greg, Mirek Smolarek, 
Janusz Przybyla, Paul Drinoczky and Jan 
Wycislik also played in the 1980s. But the 
run of success eventually came to an end 
and the once powerful club was relegated 
in 1989, 

Polonia then became Sunshine Heights 
Polonia in 1991 and finished second bot- 
tom of Division Two. By 1993 it was in 
mid table in Division Four. Then in 1998 
it had another name change and became 
Western Eagles. In 2010 the Eagles com- 
pete in Provisional League North-West 
Division Two.

The Socceroos are now in camp in 
South Africa for the World Cup and 
for what is surely looming large 
as every day goes by. The farewell 
match against New Zealand at the 
MCG last Wednesday night only 
sought to provide more questions 
than answers as the Socceroos pro- 
duced a performance that was not 
bereft of world beaters. 

Barring a major miracle, the Socceroos 
are not exactly a side that one would ex- 
pect Lucas Neill to be hoisting the trophy 
high in the air at tournament’s end. I think 
that most fans are realistic and would 
agree that although we are not a serious 
threat to win it, what most fans are hoping 
for is that the team produces performances 
that are of the high calibre witnessed four 
years ago under Guus Hiddink. 

Whilst we are all aware that we have pre- 
dominantly retained the bulk of the squad 
that played in Germany, it’s fair to say that 
due to the passage of time and a series of 
circumstances, the Socceroos of today are 
not on par with the squad of 2006. 

Regardless of the result, the performance 
against New Zealand was concerning to 
say the least. Why did it take until the sec- 
ond half for any sort of urgency to emerge 
from the Socceroos passages of play? You 
would think, especially with World Cup 
places still at stake, the tempo and produc- 
tivity of play would higher. 

Never the less, Pim Verbeek has shown 
that he has a knack of churning out results 
when least deserved and has done ex- 
ceptionally well with selecting and using 


players according to availability and form. 
Although the statistics show that Verbeek 
has the best record as a Socceroo coach 
to qualifying for a World Cup, we did see 
on a number of occasions during the quali- 
fiers that our Asian counterparts actually 
had the better of play and were desperate- 
ly unlucky not to come out of the tie with 
more to show for it. The ties against Bah- 
rain and Uzbekistan spring immediately 
to mind where Australia can thank Mark 
Schwarzer for playing out of his skin to 
keep the opposition at bay. 

The other concerning point is that in 14 
games of qualifying the Socceroos scored 
19 times. Not too bad you might say, but 
10 of those goals all came against Qatar in 
3-0, 3-1 and 4-0 victories over two group 
stages. The problem of where the goals 
will come against the likes of Germany, 
Ghana and Serbia is still, in my opinion, 
a major concern. 

I know I’ve said it before, but was it not 
worth a chance to have Nathan Burns or 
Joel Griffiths invited to the camps? At the 
very least, just to have a proper and close 
look at them. With Scott Macdonald now 
out of the picture, and Harry Kewell still 
wrapped in cotton wool, it looks as though 
the scoring responsibilities will fall on 
Josh Kennedy and Nikita Rukavytsya’s 
shoulders. In all due respect, but with 
three caps under his belt, this could be a 
daunting task for someone like Nikita. 

Whilst the attacking options look in- 
creasingly limited, the midfield ranks 
aren’t fairing too much better. Vince 
Grella and Mark Bresciano are locked in

a race against time to beat the clock, so 
maybe the camp will prove that the time 
has come for Mile Jedinak to be thrust to 
the fore. 

The most important thing that Pim has to 
try and ascertain in the camp now, is how 
well will the players hold up on a fitness 
level, in order to execute his game plan. 
Once he can determine that, then it’s all 
about getting the balance right. By off 
loading Nick Carle prior to departure to 
South Africa, it indicates that regardless if 
Nick is a luxury player or not, then Pim is 
not in the mood to entertain creative play- 
ers. By that, we can safely assume that 
Pim will be more inclined to adopt defen- 
sive tactics, keen to protect the goal first 
and foremost, before even contemplating 
penetrating the opposition goals. 

Recently we just saw how Jose Mourin- 
ho and his Inter troops excelled in winning 
the European Champions League, by lead- 
ing the opposition into a false sense of se- 
curity, making them think that they are in 
control of the match because because they 
have the lion’s share of possession, before 
blitzing them on the break in a clinical 
fashion. 

I don’t imagine that Pim will try and 
replicate those exact tactics, even though 
Rukavytsya is equipped with lightning 
speed. While I like Nikita as a player, he’s 
not exactly a Militto who can hold the ball 
up and cut through the heart of a hesitating 
defence when the moment presents itself. 
I suppose one event that the Socceroos can 
take to heart, and one that may well prove 
to be perfect timing in the psychological

stakes, is the news that the Kiwis beat the 
Serbs in a warm-up match over the week- 
end. A strange result that shows that if a 
team beaten by a less than impressive Soc- 
ceroos a few days ago can do it, then why 
can’t we? 

Perhaps Pim’s lucky star may not be ready 
to finish shining, just yet.

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CRAIG MACKENZIE’S FOOTBALL FEATURE | JAMIE MACLAREN 


IS JAMIE Maclaren the next big 
thing in Australian football? He’s 
16, he’s scored a hat-trick against 
Manchester United and in July he 
starts a two-year contract with 
Blackburn Rovers. 

The Sunbury teenager has taken to the 
professional stage with aplomb and a few 
short weeks after playing for Blackburn’s 
under-16s he was promoted to become 
the youngest member of the club’s youth 
team. He’s already caught the eye of the 
Rovers’ coaching staff and has trained 
with the reserves and the seniors. 

He’s also attracted the attention of both 
Scotland and England. He qualifies for 
Scotland through his father and for Mal- 
ta through his mother. The Scottish FA 
has been in contact with Rovers while 
England’s under-17s head coach, John 
Peacock, ended his interest abruptly 
when told that Maclaren had a Scottish 
background. 

So are we about to see yet another tug 
of war between countries vying for a 
prodigious Aussie-born talent? 

“I’m obviously Australian and would 

love to play for Australia but since I’ve 
been at Blackburn no-one from Austra- 
lia has contacted me,” said Maclaren, 
speaking exclusively to Goal! Weekly. 
But there’s not even a hint of disappoint- 
ment in his voice. 
“Right now I’m concentrating on de- 
veloping my club career. I’ve spoken to 
Blackburn about the situation and ’m 
quite happy to concentrate on scoring 
goals there.” 

Another club happy to see him scoring 
regularly is Victorian Premier League 
powerhouse Green Gully where he made 
his mark as a junior. Gully’s treasurer 
already has banked close to $10,000 in 
compensation since Maclaren’s move to 
Rovers. 

The youngster’s trial last September 
with the Lancashire-based English Pre- 
mier League outfit was arranged by for- 
mer Dandenong Thunder coach Toby 
Paterson. Initially Maclaren was due 
to trial with Aston Villa then Birming- 
ham City then Celtic but Paterson later 
told the family that Blackburn was re- 
ally keen so he went there and has never 
looked back. 

We can only imagine what scouts from 
those other three clubs were thinking 
after Maclaren’s first outing for Black- 
burn’s under-l6s against Man U. He 
played on the wing in the first half, as 
central striker in the second half and 
trudged off the ground with a hat-trick 
to his name. 

He then banged in a double against 
Derby County. Blackburn didn’t muck 
about, telling him then and there that 
they wanted him to sign. 

His international clearance came 

through in January and after being el- 
evated to the youths as part of Black- 
burn’s elite academy squad he scored on 
debut in a 1-1 draw with Stoke. 
But there’s nothing new about this goal- 
scoring phenomenon. He’s been hitting 
the back of the net on a regular basis for 
the past few seasons, edging ever closer 
to his dream of cementing his status as 
a first-class professional player, a dream 
that took root around 12 years ago down 
the back of a two-and-a-half-acre prop- 
erty just past Melbourne Airport. 

“T got dad to put up a set of goals and 
I practised every single day. I started 
playing with Sunbury United’s under- 
8s when I was about four years old. I 
might have been five, but when I was 10 
I switched to Green Gully’s under-12s.” 
The Gully junior sides that Maclaren 
represented from under-13s to under- 
15s were likened to a tsunami sweeping 
through Victorian junior ranks. His dad 
was the coach and the all-conquering 
Gully kids saw Maclaren playing as a

holding midfielder then finally switching 
to the wings. 

“For three years we were the best team 
in Victoria. We didn’t lose for about 50 
games. We just kept winning. The team 
didn’t change much but we just kept 
moving on and winning everything. 
“Dad was a big part of that. I guess you 
could say that he was the most success- 
ful junior coach in Victoria during that 
time.” 

And throughout that time Jamie Ma- 

claren played in a higher age bracket. 
Is that part of the reason he slotted in 
so smoothly among the older teens in 
Blackburn’s academy squad? 
“Yes, that’s part of it. I think you learn 
quicker. You’re playing with better play- 
ers and you have to adjust. If you can’t 
adjust then you’re not going to get there. 
You’re not going to make it.” 

There are other reasons that Maclaren 
was able to make that adjustment. His 
father Don is one. A former pro himself 
(ex-Hearts and Dunfermline Athletic) 
who came to Australia in the late 1970s 
to play with Canberra City in the nation- 
al league, he has played a pivotal role as 
coach and mentor to his son. 


The rapport between the pair is obvious. 
The banter’s good and there’s no way 
that Jamie Maclaren will, as they say, 
get too far ahead of himself with dad 
around. 

“He’s the better player of the two,” 
says Don Maclaren bluntly, pointing to 
Jamie’s twin brother Donald, who plays 
with VPL club Richmond. 

“Technically, that is. But there’s more 
than that that makes a player.” 

Indeed. A few seasons back then VIS 
head coach Ian Greener and now head 
coach of Victoria’s National Training 
Centre saw a talent that could not escape 
his clutches. 

“T guess you could say that I got into 
the system at under-12 level when I first 
played for Victoria,” said Jamie Ma- 
claren. 

That was in the Victorian junior side 
that won the national under-12 title in 
Canberra under coach Darryl Spiteri. 
The one major setback Maclaren suf- 
fered came during the 2008 national 
titles at Coff’s Harbour when the then 
under-15 star was injured. But that didn’t 
stop Greener’s pursuit of one of Victo- 
ria’s finest talents. 


“T ended up on crutches with a cyst on 
my knee. Ian Greener rang dad and said 
that he knew I was injured but that once I 
got fit he wanted to offer me a full (VIS) 
scholarship. 

“The two years I had with the VIS were 

great. I really, really enjoyed them. Ian 
Greener and Harry Bingham were qual- 
ity. They were very, very good. 
“It was great to hear someone else’s 
opinion of me because up until then 
I’d always had dad as my coach at club 
level.” 

The VIS program gave the youngster 
a taste of what professional football was 
about. He found himself involved in re- 
covery sessions, taking ice baths, swim- 
ming pool sessions, doing weights and 
other gym work, even judo as part of a 
cross-training regime that had been care- 
fully mapped out. 

He also switched from playing out 
wide to a central striker’s role and a 
slight grin emerges when he recounts the 
circumstances of that move. 

“T was a winger at the VIS at first but 
one time our centre forward got injured 
so Ian asked me if I minded playing cen- 
tre forward. I told him I’d play anywhere 
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Maclaren raves about Rovers 


just to get on the pitch. I went okay that 
game. I scored a hat-trick and Ian came 
up to me after the match and said he 
might just keep me up front.” 

Right now Blackburn’s pretty happy 
with Greener’s decision. 
And if the Maclaren family had any 
doubts about their son acclimatising to 
life in Lancashire, fellow Rovers pro and 
Socceroo star Vinnie Grella is one rea- 
son no doubts remain. 
“Me and Vinnie have become good bud- 
dies,” said Maclaren. 

“T’ve had lunch with him and we’ve had 
a few chats. He’s also come through the 
VIS program and he knows Ian Greener 
so there’s a connection there.”

But the biggest factors in the ease in 
which he has slipped into a striker’s role 
at Rovers are his unbending confidence 
in his own ability and what he describes 
as the supportive atmosphere at the 
club’s Brockhall training complex. 
When asked to describe his strengths as 
a footballer he responds in a forthright 
fashion: “Scoring goals. That’s my main 
job now and that’s what I work on. My 
pace is an asset. A lot of the other guys 
in the academy are 18 or 19 years old 
but over the first five yards I can leave 
them. 

“It’s a really friendly environment 
there. The club’s really good and they 
look after you really well. 

“Brockhall’s absolute quality. There’s the 
senior training complex up the road then 
there’s the academy area with a village 
in between. If you get called up to the 
seniors to help out you’re just a couple of 
minutes’ walk away. It’s brilliant.” 

And what of his weaknesses as a play- 
er? Has Blackburn identified any? 
“T guess you could say the physical side 
of things. The other players are bigger 
and stronger but I do a lot of work in the 
gym and I’m getting stronger.” 

He’s got his favourites among Black- 
burn’s senior squad, players he really 
looks up to. Apart from his mate Vinnie, 
he singles out Norwegian international 
Morton Gamst Pedersen and another 
Socceroo, Brett Emerton. 

“T’ve always liked Pedersen. Always. 
Even when I wasn’t at Blackburn. It’s his 
technique. When he takes a corner it’s 
unbelievable. But for sheer professional- 
ism you can’t go past Brett Emerton. Not 
just because he’s Australian but because 
of the way he goes about things.” 

And Maclaren knows that he’s going 
to have to apply himself ever bit as dili- 
gently when he returns to Blackburn in a 
few weeks’ time. He knows that there’s 
a lot of work ahead but there’s a calm 
resolve about this young man. You just 
know that he knows he’s good even 
though there’s not the slightest hint of 
arrogance about him. 

He even showed his shy side when 
GW’s Anita Milas turned up to the scene 
of our interview to conduct a photo 
shoot. Maclaren chose to hold it at the 
back of Richmond’s clubrooms out of 
sight of the spectators watching a junior 
game. 

But it remains to be seen whether he 
can escape the spotlight for much lon- 
ger. 

For the moment he prefers to let his 
goals do the talking and right now they 
are making a compelling argument to 
say that this teenager could be on the 
brink of something special.

The build-up (AKA hype) 
surrounding the team has oc- 
cupied the back pages of every 
daily newspaper, along with up- 
dated injury reports on Gareth 
Barry (yawn) and complaints 
about the 3-1 friendly win over 
Mexico. The press over here, 
as well as the general public, 
make supporting the team the 
biggest emotional ride since 
recreational drugs. 

Stripping away the hype it has to 
be understood the Mexico game was 
only a friendly and never in the his- 
tory of the World Cup have friendly 
matches decided the eventual World 
Cup winners. Short of barricading 
oneself into a closet the hype will 
only intensify between now and the 
opening games of the tournament. 
So why not add to it by suggesting 
seven things England needs to do to 
win the thing! 

Such optimistic thinking isn’t based 
on blind faith. That evaporated years 
ago along with the ozone layer. Look 
at the Three Lions group: Slovenia 
(2), USA (9) and Algeria (3). The 
numbers in brackets are the times 
they’ve qualified for World Cups. 
Between them they have appeared 
in 14 World Cups, England has 12 
under their belt and England is the 
best team in their group. With such 
experience the group stage should be 
a cakewalk. When (not if) they fin- 
ish top they’ll most likely play Ser- 
bia or Australia in the last 16 if one 
of them finishes 2nd in their group 
to Germany. After that it’Il probably 
be any 2 from France, Argentina and 
the Germans. None of those teams 
are a daunting propsect, mainly for 
the reasons I mentioned last week, 
the lack of world class strikers at the 
tournament. 

Looking at the best players on 
each team, Messi has been average 
in an Argentinean shirt, Germany 
has a solid team with no outstanding 
player and France has Franck Ribery 
who continues to be the singularly 
most overrated player in world foot- 
ball. When big games come around 
little Franck develops the legendary 
superpower of invisibility. Yoann 
Gourcuff is a class act for Les Bleus 
but he is unproven at the highest lev- 
el. But this article is about England 
and what England needs to do to win 
the thing. So here are my seven steps 
to English heaven. 


And now for something completely different: England fans prepare to win the 2010 World Cup. 


England’s squad lacks depth in sev- 
eral key areas yet the Ist eleven re- 
mains strong and can beat any team 
at any time. Depth at left back is a 
problem area as is right back. The 
two incumbents are excellent players 
but their back-ups (Baines/Warnock 
and Carragher) are untried at this 
level or, in Carragher’s case, just not 
good enough in my opinion. There is 
a lack of speed when the first choice 
players are missing as well as the 
ability Cole and Johnson has to link 
up the forward play. 

The centre back pairing of Terry 
and Ferdinand is solid and reliable 
most of the time but dig further and 
you'll find Upson and Dawson. Both 
are big centre backs who are great in 
the air but could struggle if players 
are allowed to run at them. 

The midfield is the strongest part of 
the squad and can withstand injuries 
even to the first choice players. It is 
in attack where I have another ques- 
tion mark. Without Rooney the goals 
may come from Peter Crouch, who 
has an excellent record for England. 
But is he really a starter? Jermain 
Defoe is off-form and Emile Heskey 
may be a Capello favourite but he 
couldn’t find the goal with satellite 
navigation. Let’s hope there are no 
injuries for any teams at this year’s 
tournament. History tells us there 
will be, but England must hope the 
starters are fighting fit all the way to 
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the final. 


There is a school of thought that sug- 
gests every team is due a bad game 
in the World Cup. The idea is that it 
must happen in the group stage be- 
cause any other time will see you go- 
ing home. I agree with this but that’s 
just part of the reason England need 
to win their first two games. Win- 
ning all but guarantees qualification, 
gives first teamers a rest, which cuts 
out the likelihood of suspensions and 
injuries to first team players. We’ve 
seen teams breeze through the group 
stage and lose in the last 16, that’s 
why I wouldn’t mind if England 
stink in their last game against Slo- 
venia, as long as they do the business 
in the first two. 


The last time England got knocked 
out of a major tournament and it 
WASN’T on penalties was 2002 
against Brazil if I’m not mistaken. 
What does that tell you? Practice 
really does make perfect and they 
should make sure they practice them 
at the end of training when they are 
tired. Perhaps they should even pay 
some sort of forfeit if they miss pen- 
alties in training. The latter is writ- 
ten partly in jest yet there’s no doubt 
England needs to do something. It 
isn’t bad luck that they keep losing 
from 12 yards. 
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It’s a simple formula for success. 
Take Barcelona. Messi plays well 
they win, he plays badly and they 
lose. At international level the same 
rules apply. Rooney, Gerrard, Ferdi- 
nand and Terry need to be immense. 
Not all at the same time, but just 
enough of them for England to win. 


Another simple fact about football 
is that games are won by moments 
of individual excellence or mistakes. 
England has enough “wild card” 
players like Walcott, Lennon and 
Joe Cole (even Adam Johnson if he 
goes) to bring a touch of the unex- 
pected to the tournament. When all 
else fails a touch of class from an 
unexpected source could well be 
the difference in some games. For 
me that is what makes this England 
team better equipped to perform in 
South Africa than previous ones and 
means Beckham’s injury is a bless- 
ing in disguise. 


A saying I’ve heard in ice hockey is 
“will overcomes skill”. Desire and 
hard work allied to ability are a sure- 
fire way to success. Turning up on 
the day and sticking out your chest 
aren’t enough anymore. Maybe in 
the past there were certain teams that 
were only on the same pitch to get 
souvenir shirts at the end. These days 
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there’s no hiding place for players or 
teams, everyone is a known quan- 
tity. Outworking your opponents (re- 
member how the USA beat Spain in 
last year’s ConFed Cup semi?) is still 
a great leveller for inferior teams. In 
the group stages England need to be 
aware of this and if they somehow 
do play Spain or Brazil in the final 
they need to look at the USA for an 
example of how to shut down better 
teams. It isn’t pretty, but the World 
Cup trophy sure is. 


In spite of the above there are many 
things in a football match beyond 
playing well and putting in an effort 
that help a team win. The most im- 
portant has to be discipline. England 
players have a decent record in that 
respect but they need to be warned 
(Rooney especially) that arguing 
with officials works against you in 
two ways. A) They’re less likely to 
give you decisions and B) It will 
make you far easier to caution. It’s 
not just dissent though. We all re- 
member Rooney’s stamp on Carval- 
ho and Zidane’s moment of madness 
on Materazzi. Maybe those games 
would have turned out differently 
but for those incidents. One thing is 
for sure, they didn’t help. The team 
that keeps 10 on the pitch is most 
likely to win but given Australia’s 
game against Italy 4 years ago I for- 
give you for not believing me! 

And yes, the above could apply to 
most teams in the final 32 in South 
Africa, including Australia, but as 
befits the overconfidence and hype 
in which England reigns supreme 
may I respectfully dismiss the other 
31 nations and profess how sweet it 
would be if the trophy found its way 
back to the inventors of football. 
Who knows it may even put an end 
to the traditional emotional ride, for 
four years at least.

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Stars to shine on grand stage

Countries from all conti- 
nents around the globe are busy 
preparing their squads and getting 
each of their big players ready to 
perform on a world stage. 

Players from football divisions all 
over the world will be taking part 
in the tournament, and of course 
as ever there will be a larger con- 
tingent of English Premier League 
players involved. Below are sever- 
al of the players who regularly ply 
their trade in the English leagues; 
players who | believe have a great 
opportunity to showcase their 
talents, for their country, on the 
grandest stage of them all. 


Wayne Rooney — England 

Where better to start than with the main 
man in an England shirt. Rooney has 
had his most prolific goalscoring season 
at United, almost all of which have been 
scored in the box. England manager Fa- 
bio Capello realises that he is the most 
important player for England, and has 
allowed him the same freedom that he 
enjoys at his club. If England are to win 
the tournament you would have to think 
that Rooney will need to be playing at 
his best, and if England do progress deep 
into the competition then Rooney isn’t a 
bad bet to be the top scorer in the tour- 
nament. 


Didier Drogba — Ivory Coast 
Captain for his country, the big centre 
forward has had an awesome season 
once again at Chelsea, winning the 
league and cup double. Undoubtedly the 
biggest name in African football, Drogba 
could be the brightest star of the tourna- 
ment, even if his country doesn’t make it 
very far. He is aman who has seemingly 
everything one could want ina striker, in 
that he is strong, quick, a good finisher 
and great in the air. Both his club and 
his country would be quite a bit weaker 
without him, and hopefully he will bring 
his form for Chelsea into the tournament 
with him. Ifthe Ivory Coast can provide 
Drogba with good service then, as he 
was in the Premier League this season, 
he could finish with the golden boot. 


Carlos Tevez — Argentina 

Some players seem to have controversy 
and intrigue continually surrounding 
them, and this is the case with Carlos 
Tevez. His summer move to Manchester

City, and his subsequent goal celebra- 
tions against their local rivals and his 
former club United, were one of the 
major talking points in the English sea- 
son. Undoubtedly City’s best player this 
season, he isn’t quite the main man for 
his country. However, whilst everyone 
is expecting big things from his country- 
man Messi, it really wouldn’t surprise 
me if it was this diminutive striker who 
grabbed the main headlines in South 
Africa, perhaps with Tevez scoring the 
winning goal in the final. 


Robin Van Persie - Netherlands 
Before the injury which saw RVP miss 
much of the Premier League season, 
the Dutchman was playing out of his 
skin. The main scoring threat at Arse- 
nal, Van Persie was matching Rooney 
and Drogba, and had he not been injured 
he could have helped propel the Gun- 
ners to Premier League glory, as well 
as lifting the Premier League golden 
boot. I think that both Van Persie and 
his country have been overlooked going 
into the tournament, and | think if RVP 
is fit enough, he could be a major star 
this year. He is a great finisher who can 
score from all over the penalty area, and 
if the Dutch adopt an attacking mindset 
then Van Persie could have the tourna- 
ment of his life. 


Fernando Torres — Spain 

Not a great season at Liverpool, mainly 
due to his injuries and the fact that the 
Reds were fairly average as a side all 
season. But we should not forget that 
this man is one of the top few strikers 
in the world, and if Spain play as well 
as they did at the last European Cham- 
pionships then Torres could finish as the 


main man in South Africa. His pace and 
movement can rip teams apart, and he 
and David Villa form the best striking 
partnership of the tournament, so Torres 
is definitely one to watch for. 


Florent Malouda — France 

A couple of years ago I would have 
laughed at the prospect of Malouda 
being considered a star for either club 
or country. However this season the 
Frenchman has been superb for Chelsea, 
and has really grown into being one of 
the best players in the Premier League. 
Unfortunately in South Africa he will 
not be surrounded by the quality that 
he is for Chelsea, so he may struggle to 
make such an impact on the world stage. 
That being said, Malouda could help 
lead his side deep into the competition, 
and could take another step into being 
considered one of the better players in 
world football. 


Steven Pienaar — South Africa 
What a tournament this could be for the 
talented Everton man. As a team South 
Africa aren’t blessed with amazing tal- 
ent, yet in Pienaar they have a player who 
could get into quite a few other national 
squads. I would like to think that he will 
be given a free license to make things 
happen for his country, and if South Af- 
rica do make it out of their group, which 
surely is their main hope, then I think it 
will be largely due to Pienaar playing his 
absolute heart out. Hopefully the tour- 
nament will be a good one for both him 
and his fellow countrymen. 


Tim Cahill — Australia 
Another Everton man who is central to 
everything his country does. As a team 


Australia are decent, if unspectacular, 
and Cahill epitomises their hard-work- 
ing attitude. A constant goal threat who 
can make things happen for his country, 
hopefully Tim will help his country out 
of their group. 


Jozy Altidore - USA 

Not had the greatest of seasons on loan 
at Hull, but let us not forget that he was 
very good for the USA at the Confed- 
erations Cup, scoring against European 
Champions Spain, and he could be a 
danger to England with his strength and 
honest hard work. Will not set the tour- 
nament alight, but could help cause an 
upset of two. 


Nicklas Bendtner — Denmark 

Some say he is decent, some say he is 
awful, and that’s just Arsenal fans. How- 
ever Bendtner is the epitome of a player 
who raises his game for his national 
side. Of course I don’t predict him to 
be top scorer, or for Denmark to do any 
better than just escape their group, but I 
do believe that Bendtner could change a 
few opinions by scoring some goals on 
the biggest stage, and by really troubling 
defences with his, at times, questionable 
talent. 


Aaron Mokoena — South Africa 

Don’t get me wrong, the South African 
captain is not one of the best players 
in the world. However, at Portsmouth 
Mokoena flourished under very tough 
conditions, and showed great heart, de- 
termination, and will to succeed. He 
will need to install every drop of emo- 
tion that he possesses into his country, 
and if his fellow countrymen play with 
the same drive and heart that he has all 


season then they may just make it out of 
their group. And I’m sure that would be 
just like winning the tournament for the 
South African nation. 


Hopefully some if not all of these 
players will help to light up South 
Africa with great skill, determina- 
tion, quality and heart. Not all of 
them will be able to progress as 
far as they would wish, but | would 
be surprised if one of these men 
isn’t holding that special trophy 
aloft come the end of the tourna- 
ment. And, without being com- 
pletely biased, it would be really 
good if that man happened to be 
Wayne Rooney.

Half Time Heroes 


The Spanish Inquisition of L

An own-goal from Luis Prieto in 
the 3357th minute of Barcelona’s 
La Liga season all but secured a 
win over Real Valladolid, and in a 
rather unspectacular way, their 
second consecutive title. The 
scene was set for the last round of 
the season. The title was still up for 
grabs, none of the three relegation 
spots were certain, and the final 
Champions League spot was also 
open. Real Madrid was heading to 
Malaga, while Barcelona had to 
fend off a Valladolid side desper- 
ate to fend off relegation. 

But in the end, it finished with almost 
abject normality. Of all the positions still 
available at the end of round 37, only a 
minor change in the battle for mid-table 
mediocrity occurred, and Valladolid slid 
into relegation. 

Barcelona went on to demolish the 
team from Valladolid, with Messi scor- 
ing a brace, while Real Madrid ended 
their disappointing season with a one-all 
draw at Malaga. Madrid’s spectacular 
season has seen them spend more than 
a quarter of a billion dollars on player 
transfers (most notably Ronaldo and 
Kaka) but still go out of the Champions 
League in the round of sixteen, and lose 
to third division side Alcorcon in the 
Copa del Rey. 

At the time of writing, Madrid have 
sacked manager Manuel Pellegrini de- 


spite him amassing a colossal 96 points 
this season and speculation is rife that he 
will be replaced by current Inter man- 
ger Jose Mourinho . ‘The Special One’ 
has won the Champions League at both 
Porto and now at Inter, and will be hop- 
ing to repeat that feat at the Santiago 
Bernabeu. 

In third place finished the mighty Va- 
lencia, a truly remarkable feat given they 
staved of bankruptcy and only just pre- 
vented the sale of Davids Villa and Silva 
last summer. Behind them in fourth was 
Sevilla, who had a fairly indifferent sea- 
son and will be thanking their lucky stars 
that they scraped fourth. 

The team who Sevilla fought off for 
fourth place are sadly the team that prob- 
ably deserves it most, Mallorca. At the 
beginning of this season it appeared as 
if the island based side could go under, 
and despite a thread-bare squad, Grego- 
rio Manzano managed to keep the side in 
fourth for most of the season. 

Alas they fell at the final hurdle, and 
spent the last three rounds in fifth. They 
finished the season in agony, sitting on 
the pitch watching the final minutes of 
Sevilla’s game against Almeria, with 
champagne in hand ready to celebrate the 
possibility of Champions league football 
(fourth place in Spain goes into the CL 
qualifying stage). But Sevilla scored in 
the 93rd minute, leaving Mallorca shell- 
shocked, and the ensuing weeks have 
seen them go into administration and ad- 


mit that they will not be able to keep on 
Manzano due to financial restraints. 


At the other end of the table, Real Val- 
ladolid’s loss to Barcelona coupled with 
Malaga’s draw with Madrid saw the two 
sides change places in the table. Unfor- 
tunate for Valladolid, as it moved them 
into 18th, and Segunda division football 
next season. 

The two sides who will be joining Val- 
ladolid in the second division are Tener- 
ife and Xerez. The Canary Islands side 
fought valiantly all season, and a win 
over Valencia on the final day would 
have seen them stay up, but an Alexis 
header in the 90th minute cruelly put an 
end to their season. You really have to 
feel for the side, they struggled all sea- 
son and just missed survival. As their 
coach Jose Luis Oltra put so elegantly 
“How beautiful football would be if it 
wasn’t for matchday.” 

Xerez also suffered a cruel blow 
this season, as the Azulinos, who were 
stranded in 20th place since round 12, 
finally started to close the gap on their 
relegation rivals in the last few games, 
only to draw with Osasuna on the last 
weekend. 

Sadly, the eternal memory of this La 
Liga season will be, other than Barcelo- 
na’s magnificent displays, the two horse 
race that the league is fast becoming. 
Third placed Valencia finished an aston- 
ishing 25 points behind second placed 


Messi was in scintillating form for Barca this year. 


Madrid, and with the sale of David Villa 
to Barcelona, Valencia is even less likely 
to push either of the top two next season. 
The other tradition challengers, Sevilla, 
Villarreal and Atletico Madrid all had 
rather poor seasons, and Sevilla only just 
scraped into the last Champions League 
spot. 

Almeria coach Juanma Lillo summed 
up the situation brilliantly when he said 
that “The rest of us have been reduced 
to suppliers of players for the big two,” 
while Sevilla sporting director Ramon 
Rodriguez Verdejo (also known as Mon- 
chi) concurred “It reminds me of Scot- 
land.” Sadly, until the television deals 


can be fixed so that they are no longer 
negotiated by individual clubs, the 
chance of change is unlikely. 

The focus in Spain now switches to 
the national front, with La Furia Roja 
heading into South Africa as favourites. 
With such a strong squad, Spain will be 
looking to erase memories of past World 
Cup failure by taking home the cup in 
South Africa.

Dilorio’s departure coincides with 
increased competition for the striker’s 
position at Thunder with the arrival of 
Welsh striker Jamie Reed and the change 


to a lone striker system in recent games.

The Hyundai QSL is in full swing now 
with the halfway point of the season 
fast approaching.

Whitsunday Miners have gone through 
a recent run of good form, winning three 
from their last four games and after a 5-2 
win over CQ rivals Capricorn Cougars in 
Round 9 sat in fifth spot on the table only 
seven points behind Brisbane. 

Coach Troy Mundy stated before the 
match that he believed that after the big win 
over the Cougars the Miners had the poten- 
tial to upset the Strikers and set themselves 
up for an assault on the top four. 

“If we can get some points out of the next 
three weeks it will be good,” he said, 
“We’re looking at maybe reaching the top 
four in three weeks. There’s a real buzz 
around the club at the moment because 
we’re performing the best we have in our 
history”. 

The Miners chances of securing a result 

were increased with the late withdrawals of 
Brisbane’s skipper Chay Hews and centre- 
half Jason Shade due to injury. 
The opening stages of the match saw Whit- 
sunday rise to coach Mundy’s hopes, con- 
trolling the ball and creating chances up 
front. 

In only the fourth minute Ben Schaper 
was unlucky to not give the visitors the lead 
as he ran unchallenged into the Brisbane 
box to rifle off a shot. With Strikers keeper 
Brendan White maintaining good position- 
ing at his near post though Schaper was 
unable to capitalise on his chance, his shot 
crashing into the side netting. 

Two minutes later Whitsunday’s star for- 
ward Tyson Masters delivered the ball to 
Daniel Scotton on the edge of the area. 
Scotton let loose with a powerful shot that 
left White stranded but the ball didn’t stay 
low enough, skimming the bar as it went 
over. 

Brisbane have developed a reputation 
for being able to grind out results over the 
course of this season as injuries hit hard and 
Whitsunday would find out about their abil- 
ity to score against the run of play in the 
tenth minute of the game. 

After winning a corner on the right side 
of the pitch Reagan Alder played it short to 
Matt Thurtell before getting a return ball and 
playing it into the area. The Miners defence 
was caught ball watching as the cross sailed 
towards the back post and a waiting Sean 
Burke. Burke wouldn’t prove as wasteful as 
his opponents, rising high to power a header 
past the outstretched arm of Brad Moss. 

Miners’ midfielder Kevin Nguyen came 
close to scoring an equaliser with a long 
range effort a few moments later, drawing 
an excellent save from Brendan White. 

Brisbane were a goal to the good and 
beginning to control the midfield as the 
dominated possession for extended periods. 
Things would only get better for the home 
side as Miners’ defender Rick DeBoer 
brought down Matt Thurtell with a rash 
challenge just outside the penalty area. Ref- 
eree Nathan MacDonald immediately blew 
his whistle and reached for his top pocket to 
produce a red card and give DeBoer a very 
early return to the dressing rooms.

servative style of football for the remainder 
of the half. 

The second half provided a change in at- 
titude from Brisbane as they surged forward 
at every opportunity, looking to further 
extend their lead.

Bonnyrigg snatch lead in summit battle

The NSW Premier League’s 14th 
round began on Saturday night 
with the most keenly-anticipated 
encounter of the season thus 
far. First-placed Marconi lost 
their second game on the trot at 
the hands of their closest chal- 
lengers Bonnyrigg, who now 
join Marconi at the top, sneaking 
ahead of the Italian-backed club 
on goal difference. A penalty 
for dead-ball specialist Daniel 
Severino in the first half, and a 
superb team goal in the second, 
finished off by ex-Leeds United 
midfielder Jamie McMaster, was 
enough for Bonnyrigg at the Ser- 
bian Centre.

In a mediocre game played out on a 
rain-soaked pitch, Rockdale City did 
well to hold out with ten men for most 
of the second half against a disjointed 
Blacktown side. The result, however, 
does little to improve the hosts’ chanc- 
es of a finals berth, or Blacktown’s 
chances of making a late run for the 
premiership. 

The heavy surface bedevilled both 
sides’ attempts to play decent football 
in the first half, and the first chance of 
note didn’t arrive until the tenth min- 
ute, when Blacktown’s Luke Rooden- 
burg chested a cross down for Mitchell 
Long, who fired wide of goal with his 
right foot.

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hris Hudson’s A Century of Soccer, 

1898-1998 is a comprehensive his- 

tory of the game in Tasmania. There 

aren’t too many like it in Australia 
and it’s a tremendous model for historians of 
other states. It’s a shame then that it begins 
with a massive error: the repetition of the fal- 
lacy that “British Association Football first 
came to Australia in 1880” with the now leg- 
endary King’s School v. Wanderers game in 
Sydney. 


In doing so he manages to obscure the fact that 
the earliest recorded game actually took place in 
his own state, Tasmania. On May 10 1879, the 
Cricketers Football club played an internal scratch 
match using the “English Association rules’. 

The Mercury reports: 

The natural amount of inconvenience was felt by 

most of the players who essayed the novel rules 
for the first time, the mysteries of off and on side 
and the obligation to leave the hands idle proving 
almost insurmountable. After some practice no 
doubt those difficulties will be overcome. 
As if to foreshadow the sometimes shambolic 
organisational skills of those running Australian 
soccer, it is reported that the “club played with- 
out goal posts; as Mr. Briant who had promised 
to bring them, did not do so, coats were used to 
mark the goal instead.” 


A month later, on 7 June, the Cricketers met 
New Town for the first recorded inter-club soccer 
match. 

These clubs met for the return match on Marsh’s 
ground, New Town, on Saturday afternoon, play- 
ing the English Association Rules. The result was 
a draw, no goals being kicked by either side. 
Alas, this was no sparkling beginning of the beau- 
tiful game in Australia. Of the four Hobart football 
clubs, City and Railway insisted on playing under 
Victorian Rules. New Town’s own code resembled 
the Victorian game. The need for code conformity 
and the weight of numbers meant the rejection of 
soccer. The game seems to have retreated into 
the background until its re-emergence in 1898, 
and firm establishment in the early 1900s on the 
back of migration from the British Isles. Figures 
like JB Honeysett and his family were vital in this 
process. 


It is no slight on Hudson that he missed this 
part of his own state’s history. These documents 
are buried in the archive and hard to find. My own 
discovery of this important footnote to Australian 
sport history is due in large part to recent devel- 
opments in searchable digital databases. It would 
have been a fluke if Hudson had indeed found 
the reference using the old-fashioned technology 
at his disposal. 
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It was with this sense of Hobart’s history and 
the quiet but consistent strength of the game 
in that city that | travelled to South Hobart FC’s 
Washington St ground for its Centenary Gala Day 
and Premier League game against the Glenorchy 
Knights. 


Cut into the side of one of Mount Wellington’s 
many foothills, the ground looks like it’s been 
there a long time, with a beautiful old wooden 
grandstand sitting next to a bigger, more recent 
addition. The ground slopes away at between 5 
and 10 degrees, like many things in Hobart as if 
poised to slide into the Derwent River. On the far 
wing and southern end wire-fencing that prevent- 
ed match-viewing from those boundaries only in- 
creased the sense of lop-sidedness. 

| had arrived nice and early to catch as many of 
the day’s events as possible — not early enough 
to see the reserves game won comfortably by 
South, 4-0, but in time to see a community club 
celebrating its own longevity and success. 
| was particularly looking forward to seeing the 
club’s memorabilia display, which contained a 
number of trophies and photographs that spoke 
of the club’s history and success. But it was a 
touch disappointing because the excellent quality 
of the material on display suggested that many 
other riches might have been included to make 
an even more impressive statement. 


Prior to the game, club juniors and local kids 
were involved in organised on-field activities that 
seemed both casual and enjoyable. A series of 
wandering commentators (who all seemed to be 
named lan) brought their own daggy brand of 
comedy to the day. 

There was a quiet dignity to all of the preliminary 
activities that caused me to reflect on what we 
have to endure prior to A League games, where 
the frantic passion is mostly fabricated and forced. 
The people at South Hobart have 100 reasons 
for passion and pride; you just get the sense that 
they see no need to be “in-your-face” about it. 

The relaxed pace of the preliminaries made way 
for a quickening expectation. South had gone to 
a lot of trouble in making this day and a series 
of events heightened the anticipation of the big 
game. 

Perhaps the most impressive aspect related 
to the South Hobart strips. Guided by historic 
photos and descriptions of early playing strips, 
replica tops had been tailored for the day. When 
the players ran out in their Rich Maroon tops with 
a white V and waist band across the front, the 
sense of occasion was truly lifted. Though the 
tops’ silk-like appearance gave one Glenorchy 
supporter the opportunity to heckle, “Go the team 
in pyjamas!” 


A little bit of magic occurred at the singing of the 
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South Hobart Oval 
S HOBART FC 


Anthem. Unfortunately, the comedy lans had so 
enjoyed themselves with the microphone and PA 
that the poor machine must have been exhausted 
and began to pour smoke just before Rebecca 
Downes attempted to sing into it. She was forced 
to soldier on a capella and in the considerate si- 
lence belted out a truly powerful and moving ren- 
dition. It served to raise expectations just that little 
more. 


Preliminaries over, the game started at a good 
pace with neither side taking control immediately. 
In fact the teams looked well-matched. And while 
South might have had the slight edge, there were 
no shots at goal for the first 15 minutes or so. 
| took several impressions from this period: that 
both sides were up for the occasion; that the 
game was played in a good spirit with very few 
niggly incidents; that the long ball game | might 
have been expecting was nowhere to be seen (in 
fact one tactical criticism that might be made was 
the failure to use the long ball occasionally as a 
means of variation). 

But most surprising was the apparent age of 
the players. None of them looked over 25. Where 
were the grizzled old hard men in defence; the 
slow bodies with wise heads in the mid-field; 
strong, experienced backs-to-the-goalkeeper 
forwards? Nowhere to be seen. In their stead 
a bunch of energetic young men running their 
hearts out. 


For all the effort, goals were in short supply, and 
South managed to score the only goal of the half 
via a tap-in by Andy Brennan from a Shae Hickey 
pass, a score which just about reflected the play. 

The half-time break provided another memo- 
rable moment. The 100-metre sprint produced 
a race that saw the two front-runners neck-and- 
neck all the way. The Knights’ Matthew Nowicki 
just pipped Toby Macgregor of Tilford Zebras. 

After half-time it seemed we’d see more of the 
same, with South still shading it. Their stand-out 
was Shae Hickey, energetic, skillful and intelli- 
gent, every time he received the ball he looked 
dangerous. He was the one player | could see 
making the transition to the VPL. 


Yet a couple of moments, including a cracking 

volley from Mnyonge Kamba suggested that Gle- 
norchy were not out of it, not yet. 
Then just after the hour things fell apart for the 
Knights who seemed collectively to forget how 
they had contained the South strikers and start- 
ed to give them too much space. Andy Brennan 
banged in another four goals with Jon Lo adding 
two, all in the space of 30 minutes. James Hope 
managed to get one back for Glenorchy. 

What had been a balanced tussle turned into a 
hiding more lop-sided than the ground on which 
they were playing. And while it served to raise 


the spirits of the South faithful it was a bit of a 
shame for us neutrals. South deserved to win it. 
A 3-1 margin might have adequately reflected the 
game. The Glenorchy team deserved a less bru- 
tal memorial of their performance. 

In the post-game ceremony a number of trophies 
and awards were given out. To no-one’s surprise 
Brennan (a 17-year-old still in Grade 11!) took 
out the JB Honeysett trophy for Best on Ground. 
Indeed he demonstrated the ability to finish off 
scoring opportunities better than some of the 
trundlers doing the rounds in the VPL.

| left the ground with a great sense of satisfac- 
tion, having seen a game played by young men 
who were possibly playing above themselves 
(and probably above my expectation) and loving 
every minute of it. | also saw a crowd that enjoyed 
itself: the South supporters suffused with pride for 
their history and their team’s performance; the 
Knights supporters, nonetheless good natured 
and cheery, despite the hiding and allowing for 
the eternal off-side complaints we expect ham- 
mered teams to make. 

Among the Knights’ supporters were a good 
number of Somalis, presumably following their 
team’s four Somali players. The presence of these 
supporters brought home once again the role that 
soccer has had in giving the displaced and exiled 
an entrée into Australian life. Like many crowds 
around Australia, this one was clearly multicul- 
tural but in a way that differed from every other 
crowd l’d experienced. 


So much about this day was different from my 
usual soccer fare. It occurred to me that for the 
first time in Australia | had attended a game be- 
tween clubs that seemed comfortable about just 
being there. There was nothing strange, foreign 
or culturally threatening about a bunch of grown 
men playing soccer in this environment. This 
suggests a lot about the maturity of Tasmanian 
soccer, the South Hobart Football Club and the 
people involved in the game. But it also says a 
lot about the benefits of a club being aware of 
its own history and having a sense of home. For 
any number of reasons clubs in Melbourne do not 
share the security or sense of belonging felt by 
South Hobart. 


Ultimately the day showed how important it is to 
feel a part of an ongoing history. There are many 
within the game who want to burn the past and 
only look to the future. | wish they could have 
been among the 600 at South Hobart to get an 
insight into what our game has meant and still 
means to its flourishing grass roots.

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South Hobart lead by 11 points

South Hobart took what is proba- 
bly an unassailable 11-point lead 
at the top of the Forestry Tasma- 
nia Southern Premier League 
ladder when they thrashed sec- 
ond-placed Glenorchy Knights 
7-1 at South Hobart last Sunday. 

It was the occasion of South Hobart’s 
100th anniversary and the Knights 
were no match for the home side after 
the break. 

Seventeen-year-old Andy Brennan 
netted five goals for South in only his 
third senior appearance. 

Brennan made it 1-0 in the 32nd min- 
ute when he was left with a simple 
tap-in after Knights keeper Ben Peter 
could only parry Jonathon Lo’s shot 
after the striker was put through by 
Tom Roach. 

The floodgates opened in the second 
half as Brennan netted a hat-trick in 
the space of 8 minutes. 

He made it 2-0 from Liam Scott’s 
pass in the 61st minute, 3-0 in the 64th 
after another good pass from Scott, 
and 4-0 in the 68th minute after being 
put through by Roach. 

Lo added the fifth in the 73rd minute 
from Brennan’s cross before substitute 
James Hope pulled a goal back for the 
Knights with a header from Juma Ba- 
rabara’s cross. 


Brennan netted his fifth goal of the 
match 7 minutes from the end and Lo 
completed the rout by scoring in the 
86th minute. 

Last Friday night, Glenorchy 
Knights went down 1-0 to fifth-placed 
Kingborough Lions United at home at 
KGV Park and that made it five games 
without a win for the Knights. 

A free-kick by Tom McDonald in the 
20th minute settled the issue, but the 
Knights missed numerous chances and 
also hit the woodwork twice. 

South Hobart increased their lead at 
the top to a massive 14 points on Sat- 
urday afternoon by downing bottom- 
side Olympia Warriors 3-1 at South 
Hobart. 

Brennan netted another two goals 
and Lo one, while Lee Mason grabbed 
Olympia’s consolation goal. 

South’s lead was cut back to 11 points 
on Saturday night when Tilford Zebras 
moved into second spot with a 5-3 
away win over sixth-placed Clarence 
United at Wentworth Park. 

Zebras almost scored in the 2nd 
minute when Ben Crosswell headed 
Dwayne Walsh’s right-wing cross 
against the bar. Jayden Welch headed 
the rebound over the bar. 

A brilliant pass by Jonathon Ladic 
set up Crosswell for the first goal in 
the 11th minute, while two goals by 
Walsh made it 3-0 at the interval for 
the visitors.

Walsh made it 2-0 on the half-hour 
from Ricky Self’s right-wing cross, 
and the same player added the third in 
the 34th minute from another precise 
through-ball by Ladic. 

Jayden Welch netted in the 56th 
minute following Ladic’s free-kick to 
make it 4-0, but Clarence then made 
an amazing come-back with two goals 
in 14 minutes late in the match. 

Luke Cripps reduced the arrears in 
the 71st minute when his shot went 
in off the underside of the bar, while 
a delightful chip from the right by Jo- 
seph Stevens made it 4-2. 

Ladic’s goal for Zebras three min- 
utes from the end restored the three- 
goal buffer, but Cripps struck again in 
injury time to make the final score a 
more respectable 5-3.

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Karlovich snatches late winner for the ‘Stars’

MetroStars Captain Ivan Karlovich 
played the perfect leadership role for 
his side with a last chance charge, 
scoring an 88th minute goal to give 
his side a win against Raiders at a 
rainsoaked Croatian Sports Centre.

As the heavens opened up the skillful 
football spectacle was brought down to a 
more gritty hardworking display of football 
with both sides showing a determination to 
open up the score card. Perry Mitris (Ad- 
elaide United Youth Team) only with the 
Stars for a couple of weeks featured heavily 
in the first half, the youngster still finding 
his place in the side was having difficulty 
showing his technical style of football in 
the conditions. Raiders keeper Atkins was 
up against it, his goal kicks being held up

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AFC Women's Asia Cup | CHINA 


The Westfield Matildas have pro- 
duced a defensive master class at the 
Chengdu Sports Center to overcome 
Japan 1-nil in the semi-final of the 
AFC Women’s Asian Cup. 

The result means Australia have not only 
won through to the 2010 AFC Women’s 
Asian Cup Final but have qualified first 
through Asia for the FIFA Women’s World 
Cup 2011 in Germany. 

A 46th minute goal from striker Katie Gill 
was the difference between the two sides 
with Australia’s defense proving the differ- 
ence in the intense encounter. 

The match started with Japan putting the 
Westfield Matildas under enormous pressure 
and in the 3rd minute Japan struck the post 
off a corner with the follow up shot flying 
inches over the Australian goal. 

Australia found their way into the match 
in the 7th minute when a Collette McCal- 
lum through-ball found Sarah Walsh who 
streaked ahead of her marker and her well- 
waited cross landing in front of Heather Gar- 
riock and a pair of Japan defenders. 

In a tangle of feet Garriock almost one a 
penalty only to have the ball swiftly under 
Japan’s control again. 

On 15 minutes a Japan handball saw 
McCallum produce a typically dangerous 
free-kick which forced Japan’s goalkeeper 
Kaihori Ayumi to punch the ball only as far 
as fullback Lauren Colthorpe who knocked 
the ball back into the mix with Japan able to 
scramble the ball clear. 

Japan, who took the lions share of posses- 
sion in the first half, looked dangerous from 
set pieces and in a half that saw them take 
over 15 corners and free-kicks in Australia’s 
half were only denied a goal by the infallible 
Westfield Matildas’ defense and goalkeep- 
ing. 

On 35 minutes Japan had the best opportu- 
nity of the first half. 

Following some intricate passing on the left 
and a chipped cross, Kim Carroll only just 
managed to put off the striker who placed her 
effort just wide of Melissa Barbieri’s goal. 

Australia continued to soak up the pres- 
sure with the front three of Gill, Garriock and 
Walsh barely able to link up. 

With five minutes to go in the half left- 
back Elise Kellond-Knight took on her player 
and played a neat ball to Garriock who with 
time to look up fed an inch perfect cross to 
Walsh whose controlled shot flew just wide 
of the target. 

On 45 minutes Servet Uzunlar did bril- 
liantly to stop a certain goal when she tackled 
Japan’s Nagasato Yuki who was millimeters 
from unleashing a shot from inside the six- 
yard-box. 

A moment later and Australia pounced 
when a penetrating free-kick from Uzunlar 
found Gill who flicked into a bustling Japan 
box. 

With Japan’s ‘keeper Ayumi unable to deal 
with the bouncing ball and Walsh rushing on 
the ball popped out and Clare Polkinghorne’s 
presence in the area forced a poor clearance 
from Japan’s Kumagai Saki who kicked the 
ball out of Ayumi’s hands and to Gill who 
took one touch before placing the ball over 
the heads of a pack of players for the West- 
field Matildas to take a 1-nil lead into the 
half-time break. 

Australia looked a lot stronger in the second 


half retaining more possession and creating 
more attacking opportunities with the game 
opening up a lot more than the first half. 

A Colthorpe cross saw Garriock knock the 
ball into Gill’s path but her shot sailed just 
high of the Japan goal. 

Soon after Sarah Walsh was given a through 
ball that saw the super quick striker blitz past 
her defender but her cross could not find Gill 
who was waiting at the back post. 

Japan continued to look extremely dan- 
gerous with the ball and were given another 
chance from a set-piece when Garriock was 
wrongly penalised for attacking the ball 
when the Japan striker ducked her head into 
a challenge. 

The resulting free-kick produced an ex- 
cellent save from Westfield Matildas captain 
Melissa Barbieri who’s presence grew more 
and more immense as the game went on. 

Teigen Allen came on for Walsh and im- 
mediately imposed herself on the game link- 
ing up well on the right side of Australia’s 
attack. 

Australia had another scare when Japan’s 
Miyama Aya blasted a shot at the Australian 
goal which Barbieri saved comfortably. 

The Westfield Matildas continued to soak 
up an enormous amount of pressure from the 
Japan side and reshuffled their defense when 
Aivi Luik came on for Colthorpe. 

Kim Carroll and Servet Uzunlar were co- 
lossal in Australia’s defensive center while 
Collette McCallum, Sally Shipard and Clare 
Polkinghorne looked indefatigable in mid- 
field. 

Sam Kerr came on late in the gaming and 
with three minutes of added time the West- 
field Matildas were on the ropes until a clear- 
ance found Kerr free on the halfway line and 
her mazing run amongst a host of Japanese 
defenders played in Player-of-the-Match, 
Clare Polkinghorne, who, after an 80-meter 
sprint, belted a shot into Ayumi’s side net- 
ting. 

Japan ran out of time to get an equalizer 
and the full-time whistle came with the West- 
field Matildas celebrating an historic win 
that sees them qualify for the FIFA Women’s 
World Cup for the fifth consecutive time and 
sees them reach the final of the AFC Wom- 
en’s Asian Cup for the second time in three 
attempts. 

“T think our defensive effort and our con- 
centration was outstanding and I can’t praise 
my players high enough for that effort,” said 
Westfield Matildas Head Coach Tom Ser- 
manni. 

“It was a tense encounter and I thought 
Japan played extremely well but we kept in 
there and kept battling and got the win which 
is a huge result. 

“Our second job, and the one that was 
probably most important to the team, is done 
- we’ve qualified for the World Cup. 

“We’ve got to our second Asian Cup Final 
in three attempts now and with the belief and 
confidence in this team I think we can come 
away with it.” 

The Westfield Matildas were set to play 
in the 2010 AFC Women’s Asian Cup Final 
overnight against Korea.

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Penalty Farce at Gully

In farcical scenes at Green 
Gully Reserve, Steven Bur- 
ton all but equalised against 
the Richmond Eagles in the 
14th minute, after an early 7th 
minute Jesse Krncevic goal 
had given Richmond a one nil 
lead. 

However, the equaliser was not 
recognised by any of the 3 match 
officials. After Gully’s Gary Wales 
was wrestled in the Richmond pen- 
alty area, Steven Burton lined up to 
take the resultant penalty kick. 

By way of video replay, Steven 
Burton clearly places his spot kick 
to the left of Richmond goalkeeper 
Stjepan Gal and into the back of 
the net. Video replay shows the 
referee about to award the goal, but 
when the ball bounced back of the 
advertising board, he ran to assis- 
tant referee. The Assistant Referee 
should have been in a position clos- 
er to the goal in behind the goal line 
for penalty kick, but stayed out on 
the sideline with an obscure view. 
The ball had simply gone under the 
back of the net and rebounded off 
the back advertising board, made 
all the more likely due to the 24 
hours of rain that Green Gully Re- 
serve had absorbed overnight. 

Gully players had actually as- 
sumed the goal was awarded and 
walked back to the halfway line to 
kick off. Whilst Richmond simply 
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put the ball on the ground for a goal 
kick and played on. 

Understandably it was almost im- 
possible to concentrate on a match, 
once you had just been denied such 
an obvious clear cut goal, the play- 
ers must have been pinching them- 
selves hoping that what they were 
seeing was all just a bad dream. 
Yet, it became a nightmare, Rich- 
mond further punished Green Gul- 
ly by scoring a second goal just five 
minutes after the spotkick.

Once Gully had regrouped, they 
finished the half strongly, and 
ironically the better chances fell 
for Steven Burton.

Determined not to 
be denied, eventually Steven Bur- 
ton got his goal, popping up in the 
80th minute to head in goal for the 
Cavaliers, scoring his fourth goal 
of the season, and unofficially his 
fifth goal of the season.

A revitalized Dandenong Thun- 
der scored a crucial 1-0 home win 
against third placed Hume City in 
a physical encounter at an empty 
George Andrews reserve on Satur- 
day afternoon.

Oakleigh Cannons confirmed its 
status as the team to beat in 2010 
with victory over a fast-finishing 
Northcote City at John Cain Me- 
morial Park.

Oakleigh drove a hole through 
the City midfield, allowing Karpeh to 
run onto a great ball, and a brilliant first 
touch allowed him enough time to take 
his shot which went just wide of both 
Theodoridis and the left post. From the 
resulting goal kick, City proceeded to 
return the favour with some great move- 
ment, Nixon provided with a great op- 
portunity, only to blast his shot over the 
bar. 

However, despite some great football, 
the first half will be remembered for two 
incidents which turned the heat up on an 
engaging contest. A late Nixon tackle a 
minute before the half left Stelios Dra- 
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kos sprawled on the grandstand wing, 
and players from both teams charged 
into the contest to form a melee normally 
reserved for that other brand of football 
Melburnians dearly love. The verbals 
continued as the half-time whistle was 
blown, with more physical exchanges 
between officials and players as the 
teams met in the player’s race. 

With a highly charged atmosphere, the 
second-half began with an air of anticipa- 
tion, but the Cannons returned from the 
interval much sharper, taking two chanc- 
es which illustrated their class at this 
level. Bill Damianos seized first, taking 
a neat chance after Cameron Watson set 
him up in the 59th minute. Ten minutes 
later, Jerry Karpeh doubled the Cannons 
lead scoring the goal he had threatened 
all afternoon, lobbing the keeper with a 
calm finish. 

At this point, Northcote could have 
been forgiven for dropping their heads, 
but as they have done all season, they il- 
lustrated a never-say-die attitude and hit 
back in the 76th minute, Rixon pounc- 
ing on a loose ball in the box to give the 
home fans a hint of a comeback. They 
almost got it barely minutes from time 
when substitute James Kalifatidis shot 
wide from an excellently worked move. 
If that wasn’t enough, the home team 
could have felt aggrieved for not win- 
ning a penalty in added time, McMas- 
ter appearing to bring down Nixon in 
the box. As the referee waved away the 
protests, so to did Northcote’s chances, 
and Oakleigh welcomed the final whistle 
relieved winners. 

The Cannons victory takes them to 27 
points and cements their lead at the top of 
the table, a couple of points clear of Rich- 
mond who have a game in hand. North- 
cote currently sit a point away from a fi- 
nals spot, with a game in hand over fifth 
placed Sunshine George Cross.
